REPORT  OP  MEDICAL  OPI'^IGER  OP  HI^ALTH. 


To  the  Tovm  Gounoil  of  the  Borough  of  Loughborough. 

Mr, Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report 
for  the  year  1920.

I  have  made  this  report  on  figures  supplied  by  the 
Registrar  General,  but  I  do  not  agree  v/ith  them.  I  believe 
the  population  to  be  much  larger,  and  we  shall  see  during 
the  coming  year  what  the  population  actually  is. 

The  Borough  of  Loughborough  is  situated  in  the  valley 
of  the  River  Soar,  west  of  that  river,  which  forms  the  eastern 
boundary  of  the  Borough.  The  ground  levels  vary  from  120  feet 
above  O.I).  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  meadows  adjoining  the 
river,  to  200  feet  O.D,  on  the  south-western  side  of  the 
Borough.  The  District  between  the  Leicester  Canal  and  the 
river  is  comparatively  level,  whilst  the  remainder  of  the 
Borough  is  undulating.  The  Hermitage  Brook  drains  the  lower 
levels  above  referred  to,  and  the  V/oodbrook:  and  Burleigh 
Brook  drain  the  higher  levels  towards  the  Charnwood  Forest 
into  the  River  Soar.  The  District  to  the  north-east  of  the 
Midland  Railway  is  practically  unbuilt  upon,  the  bulk  of  the 
property  being  built  on  the  higher  levels.  The  subsoil  in 
the  lower  levels  is  drift  gra.vel  overlying  the  Upner  Kouper 
Marls,  and  varies  in  thickness  from  5  to  20  feet,  and 
saturation  level  is  found  about  four  feet  below  the  surface. 

In  the  remaining  parts  of  the  town  the  subsoil  is  practically 
the  same  except  that  the  thickness  of  the  gravel  Vf-ries  very 
considerably,  in  certain  parts  of  the  town  there  being  only 
a  few  inches  and  in  other  parts  it  runs  -.to  from  10  to  15 
feet,  chiefly  in  "pockets”.  Subsoil  water  level  would  average 
10  feet  below  the  surface  in  the  tov;n  other  than  the  district 
east  of  the  Midland  Railway 
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Occupation  of  InhaTpitant s . 


The  chief  occupations  are  in  hosiery  factories  and 
dyeing:  v/orkshops.  These  employ  a  considerable  proport:  on 
of  female  labour,  but  the  health  conditions  in  the  hosiery 
and  dyeing  factories  of  Loughborough  vjill  compare  favourably 
with  other  tov/ns  of  the  same  size.  There  are  also  several 
largo  engineering  firms  employing  empleying  mostly  men,  in 
these  the  health  conditions  leave  nothing  to  be  desired. 

V/ater  Supply. 

The  water  supply  of  the  district  is  derived  from  the 
uplands  of  the  Gharnwood  Forest,  a  sparsely  populated  district 
most  of  which  is  grass  lE,nd.  The  water  has  no  plumbo-solvent 
action,  and  is  collected  from  the  sources  of  supply  of  the 
Blackbrook  and  V/oodbrook,  each  stream  having  a  separate 
reservoir  in  which  the  water  is  stored.  The  Blackbrook  water¬ 
shed  Is  the  larger,  as  also  is  the  reservoir,  and  stands  on  a 
higher  altitude,  so  that  the  water  gravitates  therefrom  to  the 
Woodbrook  reservoir  at  Nanpantan,  where  ample  means  of 
filtration  of  the  most  recent  type  are  available  to  render' the 
water  free  from  all  risk  of  pollution.  The  supply  is  ample 
and  continuous. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

There  is  no  pollution  of  rivers  or  streams  from  the 
Borough  as  the  Sewage  Farm  effluent  is  good. 

Sewerage  and  Drainage. 

Sewage  is  disposed  of  at  the  Sev/age  Farm  by 

( 1)  Dortmund  Tanks,  by  which  a  large  amount  of  heavy  sludge 
is  extracted;  (  2)  by  irrigation  in  furrov;s  over  a  cultivated 
farm,  with  specially  drained  subsoil;  (3)  by  bacteria  beds, 
and  (4)  by  broad  irrigation. 

The  Council  have  instructed  the  Borough  Surveyor  to  get 
out  plans,  estimates,  etc.,  for  the  sewering  of  Thorpe  Lane ^ 
district,  v;hich  has  been  complied  with,  and  I  trust  that  this 
\7ork  will  be  carried  out  as  soon  as  possible.  The  almost^ 
certain  pollution  of  water  supplies  and  of  the^ground  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  houses,  with  the  inevitable  nuisance  caused 
when  cesspools  are  being  emptied,  justify  me  in  suggest.^'' 
ing  that  no  time  shall  be  wasted  in  dispensing  with  cesspools 
wherever  practicable. 

Bxcrement  Disposal. 

This  is  accomplished  by  (1)  "the  v/ater  carriage  system; 

(2)  pail  closets;  (3)  common  midd(^n- and  privy  arrangements. 

This  last  system,  namely  the  midden  privy  system,  is  being 
gradually  abolished,  no  such  arrangement  being  permitted  ^or 
new  houses. 

Method  of  dealing  with  Infectious  Diseases. 

The  Council  have  joined  with  the  County  Joint  Hospi  .>aj. 
Committee  which  provides  Isolation  Hospital  treatment  for  all 
cases  of  Infectious  Diseases.

Public  Health  (tuberculosis)  Regulations,  191E. 

This  Council  has  arranged  to  join  the  Countv  Scheme  for 
Sanatoria  and  Hospital  treatment.  Health  Visitors  have  been 
r.ppo-r.t-itt  to  visit  and  advise  all  cases  of  tuberculosis. 

The  rooms  occupied  by  the  patients  are  periodically 
disinfected  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  V7lth  Formalin,  and.  when  a 
remoya^  .^Hces  place  or  a  death  occurs,  the  rooms  are  fumigated 
and  the  paper  stripped  off  the  walls  and  the  rooms  washed  with 
a  solalioii  of  disinfectant,  and  limev, 'ashed,  and  the  beds  put 
througn  the  oteam  Disinfector.

The  total  number  of  births  registered  in  the  Borough 
was  616.  which  is  2C3  more  than  last  year,  and  is  178  above 
the  average  of  the  last  five  years,  and  is  an  annual  birth-rate 
of  £4^0  per  thousand.  Of  these  308  were  boys  and  308  girls; 

30  of  these  births  xvero  illegitimate;  thivS  being  the  highest 
birth-rate  since  1906a 


The  potal  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  Borough  was 
315;  fi’0’1  this,  must  be  deducted  22  of  persons  not  belonging  to 
the  Borough;  and  17  addod  of  Loughborough  residents  which  were 
registered  outside  the  Borough;  which  gives  the  correct  number 
r-f  deaths  of  Loughborough  residents  as  310,  which  is  tv/o  less 
than  last  year,  and  is  an  annual  death-rate  of  12.08.  This 
is  the  lowest  death-rate  recorded  since  1912. 

J hf an tile  Mortality, 

The  total  number  of  deaths  under  one  year  is  61,  which

is  21  mere  than  last  year,  and  21  ahrve  the  average  of  the 
last  five  years,  and  is  an  infantile  mortality  of  99.0  per 
1,000  hirths  registered. 

Zymotic  Mortality. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  Zymotic  Disease, 
including  Influenza  and  Diarrhoea  is  104,  which  is  25  more 
than  last  year. 

Prevention  of  Disease. 


In  order  to  prevent  Infantile  Diarrhoea  during  the 
summer  months,  90  manure  nits  and  ash-pits  and  35  house 
rooms  were  sprayed  with  a  solution  to  kill  flies.  This 
proved  very  successful. 

Bacteriological  Examinations . 

During  the  year  92  specimens  were  examined  ct  the 
Gounty  Laboratory  by  Dr.Pairer,  Assistant  County  Medical 
Officer.  I  have  found  those  examinations  to  be  very  helpful 
and  wish  gratefully  to  thank  Dr. Fairer  for  the  assistance.

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  attends  on  ’Vednesday  for 
consultation  at  2.30,  and  on  Monday  by  special  arrangement 
when  necessary. 

A  cup  of  tea  and  a  bun  are  supplied  for  Id  each  afternoon 
to  the  mothers  in  attendance  at  the  Centre. 

Dried  Milk  and  Virol  are  sold  at  cost  price,  and  given 
free  to  necessitous  cases  on  the  certificate  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health, 

Books  and  cards  with  instructions  relating  to  hygiene, 
feeding,  clothing,  treatment  of  minor  ailments,  and  general 
useful  knowledge  for  mother  and  child  are  sold  at  a  small 
cost . 


Talks  to  mothers  are  given  on  various  subjects  by  the 
Health  Visitor, 

A  good  stock  of  patterns  of  childrens  clothing  is  kept, 
and  each  mother  can  at  any  time  have  one,  or  the  garment  can, 
if  she  wishes,  be  cut  out  by  one  of  the  lady  helpers.  The 
l/ool  Stall  has  been  very  much  appreciated  by  the  mothers. 

The  wool  is  sold  at  cost  price  and  during  the  war  was  a  groat 
help.  Patterns  of  any  garment  can  be  obtained  and  instructions 
given  if  necessary. 

The  7i/ork  is  carried  on  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
the  Health  Visitor,  rnd  fourteen  Voluntary  Helpers.

good  Inspection. 

A  large  quantity  of  food  has  been  destroyed  as  unfit 
for  human  food  About  2-^  tons  of  Beef,  over  a  ton  of  mutton, 
two  tons  of  potatoes,  etc.  In  the  majority  of  cases  the 
owners  have  requested  mo  to  examine  the  food  and  I  am  pleased 
to  encourage  this  as  far  as  possible.  In  two  cases  proceed¬ 
ings  have  been  taken  for  selling  unsound  food  and  a 
conviction  followed  in  each  case. 

Housing. 

250  houses  have  been  inspected  during  the  year  and 
defects  were  found  in  125  oases.  The  repairs  found  to  be 
necessary  have  been  carried  out  in  nearly  all  cases.  55 
new  houses  have  been  built,  but  overcrowding  is  prevalent 
in  a  large  number  of  cases.  V/e  are  helpless  in  this  matter 
until  more  houses  have  been  erected. 

Proceedings  were  taken  against  the  owner  of  a  certain 
property  for  a  dirty  house,  etc.,  and  a  conviction  was 
obtained. 


I^t ices  servocl. 

The  number  of  notices  served  is  466.  A  large  amount 
of  work  has  been  carried  out  without  my  having  to  serve  any 
notice  at  all. 


In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  of 
thanking  ray  Committee  for  their  unfailing  support  through¬ 
out  the  year.
